New Niitlounl Bunks. 


Comptroller Knox reports the num- 


ber of new National Bunks organized 
during the past six months to be 132, 
with a capital of $14,058,000. Arranged 
by geographical divisions, the aumber 
of banks organized in New England 
States is five,, with a capital of $775,000; 
in the Middle States twenty, with a 
capital of $1,873,000; in the Southern 
States twenty-aix, with a capital of 
$2,100,000; iu the Westam States, sev- 
enty, with a oapita.1 of $9,680,000; in 
tho Pacific States eight, -with a capi- 
tal of $510,000. Twelve of the banks 
organized haying a capital of $2,600,- 
0*00, are banks which allowed their cor- 
porate existence to expire, and organ- 
ized other banks in the same localities. 
Twenty-three other banks having a cap- 
ital of $3,836,000, have gone into liqui- 
dation during the past six months and 
relinquished business. The increase iu 
the capital of other National Banks the 
last six months was $677,500; increase 
in circulation, $3,399,791.

Iu Cali- 
fornia, it is the general rule for the chil- 
dren of orphan asylums to attend the 
puplio schools, and even where this is 
not tho case the admission is made that 
it would be better we»e it so. To these 
homeless waifs the State owes every ad- 
vantage that m»y be legitimately given 
them, aad there is no cause to fear that 
the State Orphan Board will fail iii their 
duty. The plea that it will make more 
trouble to those who conduct the Home 
should not be thought of for a moment. 
The welfare of one boy or one girl is of 
more interest to the community than the 
convenience of a contractor.
